| The same day they received a 
letter from their elder son, Spr.

The brothers are 
in the same regiment He told 
his parents that a German shell 
landed close to where some of 
the Canadian troops were eating 
their breakfast A number of 
the boys were killed and Spr. 
Wallace Morton was among 
those wounded. "A couple of 
months in the hospital should 
see him Tit as ever again. His 
wounds are serious but not 
vital " read the letter in part 

Spr. Wallace Morton enlisted 
in June, 1941, and went over- 
seas in February, 1942.

Town Rink Essential, 
May Be Last Chance, 

Mayor Dales States 



Declaring that a municipal rink was as essential to Newmarket 
as its water and light, Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales said this week that 
failure of citizens to support the proposal to purchase the rink 
"will be forever regretted -by thoughtful people." 

Dr. Dales said that unless the rink is purchased by the town, it 
will be closed or sold to the highest bidder. "Either way," Dr. 
Dales stated, **it will be lost to the town. Under private owner- 
ship, most of the value of the rink to the town will be lost. 

"This is an opportunity that may never come again," the 
mayor declared. "There is no use saying that it will not pay. At 
purchase price of 50 cents on the. dollar for the rink, a substantial 
revenue will carry the capital and maintenance costs without 
additional - taxes. The rink will be under serious management 
where all sports associated with a modern arena will be taught and 

promoted."

Magistrate K. A Cameron reserv- 
ed judgment in the case of William 
Jolly, Orchard Beach, who Is 
charged with having a slot ma- 
chine in his possession at court In 
Newmarket on Friday. The case 
against Jolly Is regarded in the 
light of a test case for the new slot 
machine act which came into exist- 
ence earlier this year. 

Magistrate Cameron must decide 
whether the machine in Mr. Jolly's 
possession comes under the section 
In the act which makes any ma- 
chine emitting slugs or coins and 
•'including atty machines apparent- 
ly designed*' for emitting slugs or 
coins illegal. 

According to Constable Alex. Mc- 

Calturn of the York County police 
he went to Mr. Jolly's premises 
known as "Funland" at 11.45 p.m. 
on August 5. He stated that there 
were a number of pin-ball ma- 
chines and other amusement ma- 
chines there. He said he played a 
machine which he took tobea slot- 
machine but did not get any win- 
ning combinations. 

Cross-examined by Defence Coun- 
sel William Schrelber. Hamilton. 
Constable McCallum stated that 
there were no openings in any port 
of the machine for the purpose of 
emitting slugs or coins and that a 
block of wood covered an opening 
In the bottom of the machine where 
coins could have been emitted. 

Constable William Cole of the 
provincial police, Toronto, took the 
Inside workings^of the machine out 
and placed them beside a second 
machine designed to emit slugs or 
coin. He pointed out that in this 
second machine there was n shaft 
connected to the pay-out slide 
through which money or slugs were 
emitted but that in the machine 
found on Mr. Jolly's premises there 
was no pay-out slide and the open- 
ing for the slugs to come out was 
covered with a block of wood. 

"In aummlng up can it be said 
that with the installation of a pay- 
off slide and a tube connecting the 
base of the machine to the opening 
in front of the machine you woutd 
have a slot-machine?" asked Crown 
Attorney Arleigh Armstrong. 

"Yes, you would " replied the wit- 
ness. 

Eric Uebman, Hamilton, was 

called as chief witness for the de- 
fence. He told his worship that 
he had considerable knowledge of 
the workings of the machines, hav- 
ing taken a course In their manu- 
facture, assembling and construc- 
tion. He stated that it would take 
considerable time to change the 
machine found on Mr. Jolly's prem- 
ises Into a slot-machine and that 
some 120 to 130 parts Including 
screws and bolts woutd be needed 
to convert it. Asked why there was 
a hole In the casing in the front of 
the machine which was blocked up 
by a piece of wood, the witness 
stated that when the cases of the 
machinas were made many were 
for machines which were shipped 
to provinces where there is no ban 
on slot ma/tbines.

An urgent plea for farmers fo 
help in meat packing plants was 
made this week by the Ontario 
department of agriculture. 

Underscoring the urgency of 
the need for men, W. M. Cock- 
bum, York county agricultural 
representative, declared that in 

the first seven months of the 
year, there was an increase in 
alt animals, as high as 44 per* 
cent in hogs, to pass, through 
meat packing plants while labor 
for these plants dropped by 27 
percent. 

"It is absolutely necessary 
that the packing plants be able 
to keep their pens and farms 
clear of available animals for 
several iKaWaaV* said Mr. Cock- 
burn. M In the first place, live- 
stock must be marketed when it 
has reached prime condition. 
Every day's delay in slaughter- 
ing or shipping means loss to 
the farmer as animals go back 
from peak condition. If kept on 
farm, delay means increased 
feeding costs as welL 

"Furthermore, if livestock is 
produced faster than it can be 
marketed, a surplus, threatening 
the price structure, is bound tr> 
occur." Figures given in the 
agricultural department release 
show that one billion-800 million 
pounds of dressed and cured 
meat were raised in Canada in 
1943. This year, says the release, 
the total should reach over two 
million pounds, an increase of 40 
percent over 1943.

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the first grade for two years and 
had been reported "incapable of 
learning-" Her mother had read 
The Era and Express, the generous 
report of my speech to you last 
September, and brought her child 
to mo as a last resort. In three 
months" time with half hour dally 
lessons, this child, who had retired 
within herself because she could- 
n't make herself understand, took 
a new interest In living, was able 
to talk intelligibly and was reading 
aloud in class. The thanks I re- 
ceived from her mother and her 
teacher would. X am sure, have 
touched the hearts of every mem- 
ber of the club. 

Cases such as this* one prove 
conclusively the importance of early 
speech correction, preferably before 

school age. so the progress in 
school is not impelled because of 
speech difficulties. We were for- 
tunate to be able to help this girl 
before she was excluded from 
school. Six others on my files have 
been excluded and are now too old 
and too retarded to have a place 
In the public school system. 

Case two, a cure was affected 
with a stutterer. This U the case 
of a teen-age girl whose very sen- 
sible mother wanted something done 
before her daughter developed a 
complex because of her stuttering. 
I decided to give the girl dramatic 
lessons without comment regard- 
ing the speech defect. In that way 
the girl was never made conscious 
of her trouble during lessons. 
After this girl had received one 
hour's instruction weekly for two 
months sh-? ceased to stutter. This 
girl was, or course, only in the first 
stag*a of stuttering when ahe came 
to me. 

The other five cases of Muttering 
on file are Jn the secondary stage 
and cannot be as easily remedied. 
X am hoping to organize a group of 
all stutterers in this vicinity before 
next fall, believing the group meth- 
od more satisfactory in cases of 
stuttering. 

Cas« three Is the case of a seven- 
year-old boy with minor speech de- 
I fects who was becoming a disci- 
plinary problem as n direct result. 
After nis mother understood how 
to correct his speech and helped 
him form new and good speech 
habits the former emotional con- 
flict disappeared and the disciplin- 
ary problems vanished. 

This case Is typical of many Jn 

which the parent? are only too 
grateful to be shown how to help 
their child. 

These three cases must suffice to 
convince you that this speech work 
is solid and important work. These 
cases challenge tua and seem to 
suggest three aims for our future 

work In Newmarket and through- 
out the dominion, namely; 

1. Develop each child's speech to 
the extent of his capacities at the 
earliest possible age. 

2. Create a sympathetic under- 
standing of the speech-handicapped 
Individual and thus avoid unnec- 
essary cruelty from innocent chil- 
dren and unklndness and insulting 
pity from ignorant adult*. 

3. Promote cooperation between 
parents and teachers Jn overcom- 
ing the child's speech difficulties 
and the source of theso difficul- 
ties. 

I have made diagnoses of all 
cas«3 brought to my attention and 
teachers in each of the schools have 
vounteertrd to continue speech In- 
struction with these children. 
These teachers are very capable and 
interested. 

During future years I hope to be 
resdly settled in Newmarket, carry- 
Ins; on with this speech project, 
always mindful of the aims prev- 
iously set forth In this report.

Due to the largest registration 

at Aurora high school In 22 
years in the new school, 53 
pupils of grade 1 at Aurora pub- 
lic school are being transferred 
to nevtf quarters in TYinity 
Anglican church parish hall. 
Until this year there was always 

a class-room vacant at the sec- 
ondary school, and through ar- 
rangements between the school 
boards, for tho past five or six 
years first year public school 
pupils have been housed in the 
high school. 

The present registration at the 
high school is close to 270 with 
all pupils not yet in attendance. 
There are 77 new pupils in 
grade 9 and around 62 in second 
form, in both grades more than 
in other years. Other forms are 
about the same ns other years. 
Previous high total was 245. 

The high school board has 
found it necessary to engage an- 
other teacher, nnd has secured 
the services of Miss Ethel Scott, 
Toronto. Miss Scott, a graduate 
in modern languages, has been 
teaching for four years nnd 
comes to Aurora from Flamboro 

continuation school. 

"We had no other alternative 
but to ask the public school 
board to make other arrange- 
ments for their first year 
pupils," Principal J. 1.1. Knowlcs 
stated. "We have ordered new 
desks and as soon as they arrive 
we will make use of the room. 
We can probably look for more 
pupils in future years too, and 
we will be able to accommodate 
them. To handle the situation 
we have had to divide the first 
and second-year pupils each into 
two classes." 

The public school this year 



has a registration of over 380 

pupils and as In other years 
there is no room for the new 
pupils at the old school. Classes 
In first year have been staggered 
into a half day each for the two 
classes formed. 

"We have been fortunate la 
securing the use of Trinity hall 
for the first grade," Dr. C. J. 
Devins, chairman of the public 
school board, said. "It Is ad- 
jacent to the main building and 
has a furnace and toilets. Play* 
ground facilities are close at 
hand. We are using the Sun** 
day-school room and have reach- 
ed a satisfactory agreement with 
church officials/' 

The old Discipte church, later 
Heath Hall, now occupied by the 
Aurora Gospel church, Is owned 
by the public school board, but 
Dr. Devins pointed out it has no 
cellar, furnace, nor toilets, and 
In his opinion would have taken 
considerable expense to put in 
shape, besides making the con- 
gregation move elsewhere. "In 
view of the general condition of 
the building, it would be un- 
suitable in its present condition 
for the young pupils and we 
could not wait to see if it woro 
possible to recondition It ns tho 
high school board needs their 
space at once," he said. • . 

For some years past, at nom- 
ination meetings especially, tho 
public school board have indica- 
ted' a now school or at least a 
new building for part of tho 
school would be necessary, but 
owing to the war nnd with a 
wish to keep down taxation, tho 
board has been content to use 
the available space at the high 
school,
